How  to  Plant 

Do  not  unpack  trees  until  you  are  ready  to  plant.  Dig  hole  large 
enough  to  admit  roots  without  cramping.  Use  plenty  of  water  and  pack 
good  soil  tightly  around  roots.  Water  frequently  during  dry  spells.

Barrs  (large,  very  productive)  2 yr $1.00  $3.00

To  plant  asparagus:  Dig  trench  ten  inches  deep  and  ten  inches  wide. 
Cover  bottom  with  stable  manure,  cover  manure  with  thin  layer  of  soil. 
Place  your  plants  two  feet  apart,  spread  out  roots  and  cover  the  plants  with 
good  soil.  Do  not  fill  up  trench  right  away.  As  the  sprouts  come  through, 
fill  up  gradually  until  they  have  grown  to  the  top  of  trench.  Do  not  cut 
until  after  second  year.
